lu the days prticeding the war tobac- 
co wim cultivated entirely by slave la- 
bor, there was no F.-doral or State tax 
upon it, and no inci iitive to manufac- 
turers to cheat or adulterate. Wlicn 
slavery was nboliHlied, when the Gov- 
■ernment put a heavy tax; upon its sale, 
the cunuing .Vnierii'au began devising 
ways for dofrauiliug tlie luxurious con- 
laumer, for as yet no meaus have been 
devised for defrauding the Revenue De- 
partment. Many apochryphal stories 
are told of the way plug tobacco is doc- 
. tored and adulterated, but sifted down 
the truth is fully oxpres-ed in tbo words

ferent braricls, the pencil of the artist 
and the skill of photographer being lib- 
erallj' brought into re(iuiH)tion for orna- 
mental designs to catch the toothless 
old man as well as the precocious boy. 
While the Government retpures every 
package to bear the stencil-mark of the 
manufacturer, it would ho supposed 
tlmt none but straight goods would be

pound of rag weed and one pound of 
alippory-olm bark So worth of fine-cut 
ohowin^ tobacco^ can bo produced. The

The geysera are dying out, lUie tiious- 
iijida of others whoi-ie remains are scat- 
lorod around the field <m which they 
uow are active. To day there are but 
two geysers, uules.s you dignify the 
dozen of little ludililing streiinis that 
Blrug^lo up through the briok-colored 
mad in the noigbl>yJ:hood. Tlie region 
about the geysers is like an inimuuse 
poultice, and viewed comprehensively 
lo-.iks like a bad case of smallpox. Eru[>- 
tious, great and small, pit and scar the 
whole autlace. lu -some placeii the 
ground is baked iiard, and in close vicin- 
ity to the great springs is covered wilh a 
vitreou.s coating like evirtheuwara ; in 
other placiLS it is boggy and soft oaongli 
to sink waist deep. I have said that the 
old Htoriee about the geysers may have 
been true wtieu written, for the guides 
and natives inform mo that within their 
recollectiou the siioutings have grown 
less froqiieiit year by year, and i have 
not h ard of anyone who has witueased 
the gieat geyser active thii^ ^^oasou.

say. You eon look down iuto it and see 
the water simmering, seeming to bo 
every moment ready to leap into tht 
air as it passes up and do«-n in tho flue. 
By a wise provision of nature things are 
so regulated hero that those who ^o to 
see the great geyser are not entirely 
disappointed. The smaller geyser, 
called by the natives "strokr" (the 
churu), can bo mode to vomit at pleas- 
ure. All that is necessary is to gather 
a few lumps of mud and turf from tho 
gra88 that luxuriates around the outer 
riui of tb'i bnwins and throw them down 
into strokr's tluo. .\s soon as they are 
down he begins to rumble and give sigps 
<;! uneaHiuesri, and hegriints and groans 
in diro discomfort. Ho seems to fnako 
on t'tl'ort to digest the stufl', and then 
finally gives it up iu disgust, throwing 
soils aud turf uj) into tho uir, expending 
a great vohiim-, of steam and water in 
tho effort. When the dose is particu- 
larly nuusealing ho tlirows up.a.cylumn 
tliirty feet high, and alter seeiligl tiiis 
all you have to do iu givn Pegu!t>Tis-i4in 
und you can say yuu have seen the great 
geyser. A few feet, moi'*i or Jess, in the 
mattf-r of hii;.^li! doi s not in the leiiat 
impair the story of it.iy t:aveler, aud 
hence it happens rlmt .so many people 
have seen the great ge.\ ser.

The aickcviiiig rovelation.s tlint Imvo 
heea mado in connection with tlio St. 
Paul's Industriul School liavo created 
much scandal and public indignation. 
This .school was (arriedon under the 
sanction of a Government certificate 
and with Government inspection, and 
boy.s were from time to time sent to 
the institution by the London School 
Bbard, -which wai, represontcd in the 
inanngoraent by the chairman of their 
Industrial Schools Comiuittoo. Some 
time since, in consequence of notoriou.s 
irregularities, an enquiry into the 
managoraent of the school was insti- 
tuted by the Board, the general result 
"of which wag to show on e.v jmrte evi- 
dence that the boys had cnilured in an 
af;gravatc(l form the horror.s of a 
Dotheboys Hall — insufllcient ami had 
food, severe punishment.s, exiiosuro to 
cold and nakedness, and all kinds of 
misery, which induced many of them 
te abscond. This was to a great e.\- 
tent brought out in the enquiry insti- 
tuted by the Board at the instance of 
.Mrs. Surk; but the investigation was 
unfortunately cut short, and a jiroposal 
adopted for the reorganization of the 
school. This decision was on Saturday 
promptly met by the announcement of 
the Plomo Secretary that the certificate 
would bo withdrawn, in consequence 
of the gross mismanagement. Tlie 
school lias boon closed, and thoehiUlren 
remove;!. Mr. Schutton', the manager 
of the institution, has throughout 
shown liimself averse to a^rigid inves- 
tigation of the facts. It is, liowever, 
only fair to say that that gentleman 
positively denies the statement of the 
Home Olllce, that "the present man- 
agement has been absolutely inefli- 
cient, and that a most deplorable and 
disgraooful state of things has been 
suffered to exist;" and he earnestly im- 
plores Sir W. Harcourt to fmstruct 
.some independent persons to sift the 
evidence on which he has acted, him 
self believing "that on the charges of 
crueltv there is absolute untruth or tiie 
grossest exaggeration, and tiiat the 
charges of insufBcient food and cloth- 
ing and inefficient medical attendance 
are entirely without foundation." There 
has unquestionably been a grqat deal of 
bitter party feeling imported into the 
controversy that has arisen in the mat- 
ter, and it will be hardly possible for 
the Homo Secretary to decline Mr. 
Scrutton's demand, especially as the 
medical officer declares that during his 
nine years of official experience ho has 
failed to discover any want of kind- 
ness in the treatment of the boys, and 
that ho has received no complaints as 
10 diet or otherwise. For the sake of 
these useful institutions, which may be 
said to be now on trial, as well us of 
the London School Board itself, it is 
imperative that the real truth should, 
at any cost, be elicited. 

EARL DERBY AND IRELAND. 

. Earl Derby has crossed the river 
, and burned the bridges behind him. 
' !Hi9 bas formally banded in his adhe- 

,^ sioii to tho liberal cause, is an out and- 
out supporter of the "People'.s Wil- 
liam," and ate Iiis first rotorra club din- 
ner on Wednesday night. It would 
cause the "Rupert of Debate" to turn 
in his grave could he know tiiat his 
son and heir has abandoned the tra 
ditional policy of his house and be 
come a full-fledged liberal. Dkiu!v has 
wavered for a long time. After leav- 
ing the Disraeli ministry he drifted 
like an ocean derelict between tlic two 
great political parties until it became 
as difficult to place him as it was for 
the Frenchman to capture the ilea. He 
has reached port at last, however, and 
at a time when the Duke of Argyln lias 
just left the government because he is 
dissatisfied with itslrisli policy. It is due 
to Derby to say that lie .seems to huve 
made the adoption of a more vigorous 
line of action in Ireland the price of 
his support. In his speech at the 
banquet the Earl spoke of the manner 
j,n which the North stamped upon the 
South during the war of secession and 
showed how the Stales, after a siiort 
sea.son of deadly conflict, had become a 
united and harmonious people. Dekhv, 

'.4 .evidently, favors phlebotomy as the 
true remedy for Irish turbulence. Brit- 
ish statesmen appear to have tired of 
the policy of coaciliation. Although 
ho spoke witliout authority, wc think 
it will be found that Derby has been 
invited to join the cabinet and that he 
is prejiared to do it should a coercive 
policy be adopted.

Of pourso he at qncofpiit 
work apd vosiiming his coat strode off 
without stopping to 'roll Cohon intho pile 
of mud he had scraped together, which 
he certainly ought to have done. — I'orf 
land Standard.

vicTOiii.'i, 21st Dec, 1881. 

i^Icetillg of firo wardens to investigato 
respecting the contract for constructing 
cistern at the corner of North Park street 
and Quadra srtest, on tho resolution of 
Coun. McLean. 

Mr. Harris stated that the contract woa 
awarded to Gilligan and Cathoart $179, 
the next lowest tender being Willia Bonil 
at $'M9. Tho contract included tlio re- 
moval of tho earth. 

Willis Bond, examined said; — I made 
arrangements to move the earth, the con- 
tractors stating that they had to do it un- 
der the contract. I waa to receive §37 
for tho work. I had rcmoTcda few loads 
when Couns. Kinsman and Boyd camo 
up. Kinsman said to me, " Are you 
charging tho contractois for moving the 
earth t I replied, it is not always that I 
laugh at a councillor; 1 work for fiilver, 
not for clay. Kinsman then said, if tho 
contractors have to pay you for this tho 
.sooner they discharge you the better for 
them. I said to Coun. Boyd if the Ccun- 
oil iiilciided to Minve the e;irlh at their 
expense 1 .hIiouM like tu hnve tho job. 
Boyd a.iul Kinsnuui replied tliey had a 
man to whom they wore going to give tho 
work who was entitled to it. I a.sked who 
it was. Tlioy replied IMr. J. W. AVil- 
liams. At this time I was negotiating 
with Mr. Spencer to sell him tlie earth 
forSlo. Questioned by Coun. Kinsman. 
Did I not tell Oilligan that Mr. Williams 
would bo here to-juorrow to tako aw;iy 
the earth ! No; I did not hear it. Coun. 
Wriglesworth asked if he (Bond) had of- 
fered the contractors before signing the 
contract a sum of money to throw iij) the 
contract and lot him tako it / l\rr. Bond 
replied, the contractors proposed to mo 
to give them goO and they would throw 
up the contract. Before I gave them an 
answer I called upon Coun. McLean and 
asked him what was he goiufi to do with 
tho tenders for the cistern / Coun. Mc- 
Lean said that ho had spoken to Mr. 
Harris about it, who said that tho con- 
tractors had not tendered according to 
plan and apecitieation. He (Coun. Me 
Lean) did not know how it wmild be; it 
was left in tho hands of Mr. Harris ar.d I 
had bottersoe Mr. Harris about it, but that 
tho lowest legitinnito tender would got tho 
job. I afterwards saw Gilligan and nffer- 
ed him §25 not to sign tho contract. He 
would not accept my ofl'er. After the 
contractors had signed tho contract they 
niado an agreement with me to remove 
the enrth for 837. 

Coun, ^'igclill.s exiiinined — Did you 
sanction the removid of the earth by tho 
City Council '. .'Mr. Kinsman asked mo 
if 1 would agree to its removal by the 
Council, or tiic contractors would throw 
up tho work, liaviiig tiikeii it too low. I 
answercii that 1 would agree that tho 
Council .should do it. Did you know that 
Bond had arranged with tlie contractors 
to remove the o.-irth for S'37/ .\nswe.r — I 
did not, 

Coun. Hhak«s[)eare examined — Did you 
consent that the Council should remove 
tho earth I Coun. Kinsman came to mo 
after the contractors had begun their 
win'k and 1 consented to the Council re- 
moving tho oartli. I did not know that 
Bond had agreed with the contraetors to 
move the earth for §37. 

Coun. Boyd cxaniined--Coun, Kinsman 
and I went to see tho contrs-ilors soon 
afrer they had begun tho worL Tho con- 
tractors wanted the Council to remove 
tho earth, as they had taken tho work too 
low and could not make grub. Thoy had 
contracted with Bond to move tho earth 
for $37, and Bond was going to soil tho 
earth fiu' "a bit" a load. Bond told me, 
when Kinsman and I were at the cistern, 
that he had contracted to tnko away tho 
earth for §;37. Coun. Kiiisnian and I 
concluded that it was better for the Coun- 
cil to put on teams, take the earth away, 
and uae it on the streets. We had not at 
thia time arranged with any one to move 
tho earth. 

Coun. ^\'rigIe3\^■urth exaiiiiiiod- -When 
tenders wore received in Council Bond's 
tender was ,5319, Gilligan'a 8179. Tho 
oity engincer'a e.stiinatc Was 811-17. I was 
Hatisfiod that the contractors could not do 
the work for the money. I recommend- 
ed the street committee that the Council 
should remove tlie earth, its it was in spe- 
cification that the City could claim tho 
earth and removo it. I was satisfied that 
if this was not done the contractors would 
throw up tho contract and it would coal 
the city more. 

Coun. Kinsman examined — I .said in 
Council when tenders were road that I 
waa sure that Gilligan could not do the 
work for tho money. I talked afterwards 
with the City Engineer, who said that tho 
contractors ouijlit to have sent in a price 
for moving tho earth along with their 
tender. I aaid tho contractors havo liut 
little experience and that wo ouu'ht not to 
exact too much from them. That we 
might take the earth away, but that tho 
contract specified that tho contractors 
should do it. I went to aeo tho contrac- 
tors when thoy wore working. dillignn 
said; Wo want you tu tako tho earth 
away, I replied. You havo the contract 
to do it, Gilligan fiaid: It is optional 
with the Council to do it or not. I said 
again: You must do it. Gilligan replied: 
"ion ought not to be too hard on a" poor 
man, as you know it is optional with tho 
Council to doitor not. Iroplied: Yt'ell, Twill 
see tho Council about it. Afterwards I 
saw Couns. Boyd, Vigelius and Shakes- 
peare- Thoy agreed that the Council 
should do tho work of moving the earth. I 
wont to 809 Coun. McLean about it, ljut 
ho was out. I should have said that I 
first saw Mr. Harris and heard from him 
that it was optional with tho Council to 
removo the earth or not. Boyd and I 
talked over the matter as to whom wo 
should give the job to remove the oartli 
and agreed to give it to Mr. J. W, Wil- 
liams, as he had not dono any work for 
us of lato. Wo told Mr. Williams to aend 
his teams to do tho work noxt morning. 
Directly after tolling Mr. Williams, Boyd 
and I went to Gilligan at the work, and 
told him that we would send toam<> to do 
the work next morning. Bond who was 
there said, why not lot me move tho 
earth ) I answered, wu havo already got 
a man to do it, you have just had a .^09 
job. Then I said, are you charging the 
contractora for moving tho cloy 7 Bond 
gave an evasive answer. I then said to 
Bond, aro you soiling it? Ho replied, 
"I am to got a bit a load for it" I said, 
that will not pay you. I aaked Gilligan 
"If he was paying Bond for n-\oviM[ the 
earth! Gilligan \'(0\i\^ no.t reply. I said, 
if yqu are yon had better get nd of him. 
If Coun, Boyd's statement wos correct, 
that when Boyd nnd hiinsolf went to tho 
ciiitern to sec tlie contraotorg thoy, Boyd 
and liimaolf know that tho contractors 
had agreed to pay Bond for moving tho 
earth, then ha (Coun. Kinsman) would 
give up, as thia was what Coun. McLean 
had charged thorn with, but for his part 
ho did not know it. 

Coun. Boyd, subaoqnciitly stated to the 
Mayor that ho wial^ec^ to co,i'rect liis state- 
ment, as 01^ tliinking tho matter over he 
folt coi^vincod t]\at Coun. Kinamaiia's 
statement was correct, to the efilaot that 
before going to the contractors Coun. 



Kinsman and JUmselOiluditn'angud with 
Mr. AiMl^nis to move .^he earth, 

Mr. Citthcai't oxiimlned'by Couri. Kins- 
man. — Did you tell mo that you had con- 
tracted with Bond to haul tho earth ! 
Answer, no. Do you think that I knew 
of it( Answer, no. Do you know of a 
contract with Bond to move tho earth ? 
Yes, we agreed to give him §36 to mo\o 
it. Yes, he had moved three loails.

There was a bal- 
ance of more thnn §3000 on hand after 
all tho public works dono during tho year 
woro ixiid for. Ho moved that tho state- 
ment bo received and published in both 
papers as speedily as possible.
